"MIXED GCH00L8." 



Eerimehtel as bo«o writers assnme. They 
are been tested and found to meet the 
growing requirements of tbe age, and 
have been wisely adopted in tbia oountrv, 
Mixed sohools were experimented with ia 
England sixty years, ago, and failed— as 
they will fail here. . , 



The philHpio ^vbich Bishop Seghersbas 
launched against tho Secular School sys- 
tem ha* DatarftUy created a great deal of 
disonssion for and against the position as- 
■amed by tbe right reverend lecturer. Ihe 
subject has become the absorbing topic of 
the day ; but bavinpr announced oarselvaa 
as an advocale of the school system in 
force here, we propose for tbe present to 
leave the general discussion of tbe educa- 
tional question to correspondents, and to 
pass on to a brief consideration of the 
priuciplo of mixing the sexes at the 
sohoolB. We give Bishop Seghers credit 
for tbe possession of a large amount of 
sincerity. We believe bim to be earnest- 
ly and honestly convinced that non-sec- 
torian schools are wrong in theory and 
practice, and that wbou he re£er«.t<>;them 
as immoral and irreligious in tendency, 
ha utters the eenUments of his heart. 
But the sincerity of the Bishop cannot 
shake the conBdenoe we feel in the grand 
principle of free, secular education. We 
may not bo in harmony with tbe Sohool 
Aotin^iill tife details by which tho syatem 
is worked out; but m i»Tor of the general 
principle of secularity wo feel that wo 
cannot express ourselves too Blronclr. 
There was force in whut Bishop said about 
mixing boys and girls together in sohools 
We cannot bring ourselves to believe that 
the practice is a safe one for either sex. 
although we are not willing to acknow- 
ledge that the abominationa of the Cache 
Creek Sohool strengthen the arguments 
against mixed sohools. The Cache Creok 
soandal establishes nothing except the 
fattare of Ihe boarding plan. If we want 
.examples of the pernicious oEfocts of 
"mixing" we must look elsewhere-must 
consider the relations tbe sexes sUnd in 
towards each other in tho day schools of 
the Province. At schools in which the 
elementary DrauuUo.- of-^anoadon^re 
taught evil may not result from the hud- 
dUug together of the sexes. It is m the 
Higher institutibns.Trhere tbe older scbol- 
•ravwe^. taught, that experience shows, 
tteigr^SMf danger exists. Experience 
also shows that Vice finds a lodging place 
in religious as well as secular establish- 
ments of learuiug. It seems to make lit- 
tle ditTerence whothor a child's mind is 
• crammed" with religion ornotatBohool. 
Poor, weak, sinful nature will assert it- 
self at limes, and nothing but the closest 
watch and greatest care will prevent an 
occasional catastrophe. As Bishop Se 
gher8remarked,"thehigher nature of man 
is cottinnally at war with his inferior na- 
wtore,*? How many sad ©vidences we have 
that the inferior often triumphs over the 
"..higher ? Some sixty years ago tbe board- 
■ ' ing schools of England were nearly all 
"mixed;" buton the heelsof some terrible 
Bcandals the sexes were separated and 
have remained so to this day. We have 
before us n letter from a correspondent 
on the subject of Free Schools. 
Tbe writer is a strong advocate 
of mixed sohools . because, he 
says, "the society of girlSr^weara the 
iougb edges off boys, softens their dispo- 
sitions, learns (sie) them to be less rude, 
and to desiit from' rough sports and not 
to learn to drink; "and tho girls," he 
thinks, "will become more self-reliant 
and independent and more able to earn 
their own living." The simplicity of the 
writer is captivating. Girls must be of- 
fered as moral sucrifices -or at leAst run 
Iho risk of becoming such — because tho 
dispositions of tbe boys riquire a little 
toning down, and the natnrea of the girlu 
» little toning up t Fancy an institution 
of Uaming conducted on .this Utopian 
lilan. We should be able to speak ef its 
male graduates as ladylike young men; 
and of its female offshoots as young ladies 
possessing gentlemanly instihots of a high 
order! A ladylike young man would bo 
a creature eschewing cricket and baBoball 
and other athletic sports; who minced hin 
gait and pinched bis toos, curled bis huir 
»nd wore corsets, bad weak •yes and 
played chess and drank tea with old la- 
dies. A gentlemanly young woman would 
be a "girl of the period"— bold, dashing, 
boihterons, slangy— caring little for what 
Mrs. Grundy might say, and shocking 
her elders with mal apropos sayings and 
utter irreveroneo. Of course thes'e pic- 
turoB are OTordrawn ; but are they not a 
fair deduction Irom tho corresprndeut's 
"roasoning?" If a high moral standard 
is desired in our public nohools wo boliovs 
it can only bo obtained through tlio se- 
Ijaration of the sexes. If mixmg be right 
at free sohools, why is it not mti^oduc- 
' cd into private schools? Why should thu 
children of those who avail themselves of 
free sohools bo exposed to tffmptjitions 
from which the children of thoiia whoera- 
pioy private schools are exempt? Tlio ago 
at which gills tind boys ususlly atteml 
Bchool (-wo don't moan tbe olemontary) is 
the age when they most require ouroful 
aod.watohful mabagament, or habits may 
become so fixed and engrafted upon their 
young uatnros that in after-life thoy 
would ounrt death av a wnlcoms rolaase 
from toils tbnt no resolution snablad them 
to shake off. Tho principle wa should 
like to SCO adopted here is that when the 
voulh pass from the preparatory to the 
High School the sexes should be separat- 
ed — the girls being entrusted to femalo 
and the boji to male teachers. It is true 
that this would involve heavy additional 
expense; but if the Province isfluanoially 
ublo to defray tho expenso of instructing 
its young in tho higher branches of odu- 
oation (of which thoro is ffomo doubt at 
.'' nresent) it should t^ko care that their 
morals are not corrupted at the fouutain- 
headv 7re« Moular aohpolb are not

The St. Louis papers como to ua filled 
with accounts of tbe fearful conflsgTation 
in tbe Southern Hotel of that city. The 
telegraph haa,^|e.nr,tlie outings of the ead 
•vent with sufficient olearaesi, but wo 
give below a few incident* and details as 
published in tho Kepullican. 

A woman's TEBBIDIiE DEATH. 

A feportegdallealast:. evening on Mr. 
Will."SrStewart,' of the' firm of Derby & 
Day, who lost his wife by tho terrible 
catastrophe which has oavelopod our city 
in a pall of mourning and mitsry. He 
was found at the residence of Mr. F. 0. 
Day, on Locust street, and out of his an- 
guish was kind enough to weave a state- 
ment of the circumstances which proceed- 
ed and accompanied the climax — to him 
and bis— of the unutterable i horror. Wo 
present it as near as moyulwf in'|UiB.^o^ 
languiigo, 

We occupied room 375, on the fifth 
floor of the hotel, facing on Fifth street. 
About half-past one o'clock my wife awoke 
ma with the remark that there were loud 
voices on the street, and we got out of 
bed to ascertain the cause. We saw smoke 
and the lurid glare in the sky, and my 
wife, with a fearful presentation of dan- 
ger, exclaimed, "My God! the hotel is on 
tire, and wo must die." I immediately 
opened the door leading into tho hail and 
louna it filled with smoke. lu the hope 
of reaching the stalro and getting below 
the smoke, which was suifocatlue^, yr» 
tried to ffnd our way on our kQees:\^*It 
was impossible. After a few'Biep'sy'iv,* '

Overcome, and I had literally to drogher 
back into the room as best I could. Tho 
w.ndow was opened top and bottom and 
so permitted the smoke to pass out I 
then suggested that we ehonld dress our- 
selves, hoping and expecting that rescue 
w«.ild present itself in some shape 
from outside. The heat in the ball mean- 
while broke tbe glass in tbe transom, ad- 
mitting a large volume of smoke. Mrs. 
Steifaftjbecame suddenly wild, I may say 
frantio^'Hopa seemed dead withiu her. 
The street below was choked with people 
nbo aouULoMunajtlaiiilytiby the light in 
the room, but from ihe sea oi upiumori 
faces there came no suggestion of csoapo. 

1 made a repo of bedolothing— three 
pairs of blankets.two sheets and a counter- 
pane— and spliced them together in knots 
which 1 deemed secure. It was of suili- 
oiant length to reach tbe ground, and, as 
mjirifeaat on the window-sill, I tied one 
end of this' rope to her waist, fastening 
the other end to the centre-pieco of tho 
window sash. How did I feel? God 
knows how. I bslievod I was lotting her 
down to life, and to stay there and die 
The smoke by this lime was down as low 
aa our heads, and I proceeded in the ef 
fort toiower ber to the sidewalk. Her 
last words to me were, "let mo down." 
cried, 

"good Bi'K Mr DEAR, POREVEB," 

For I never exuected to see her alive 
again. .1 believed she would be saved by 
the means I bad contrived, but I expect 
od to be suffocated. I had not lowered 
her moro than six or eight feet when she 
fell from some cause almost iucomprehen 
sible to me. I sat down stuiiued, to wait 
for death or until some relief might come 
I heard shouts from the other side of the 
■troeti- ' I went to the iriadovi'' Peoj^le 
were calling to me to pall 'on tbe rope of 
bed clothes which I had thrown out 
when my poor wife fell out of my arms, 
as it were. I did so, and found a rope at- 
tached. I put on a glove to prevent fric- 
tion,threw my wife's diamonds — with livo 
thousand dollars— and jewelry into the 
middle of the bed.gbtlDiht'of 'tho'^nddw,; 
adjusted my legs sailor fashion ronnd'the 
ropo and slid down in safety to the side 
walk. 

About half an hour elapsed between my 
wife's falling from tho rope and my reach- 
ing the ground. I found that she had 
been taken to the St, James, and from 
there she was removed- to Mrs. Davis' 
boarding house on Walnut street, where 
she died in about three hours and a half. 
She was conscious only for afew moments 
to know me, and that about an hour be- 
fore her death. She showed no signs of 
broken limbs, although nho fell full sixty 
feet. She died from the horror of the 
Bbook and internal injuries. 

TWO BLOODY TBAOEDIIB. 

Another startling and horrible revela- 
tion of the catar tropho comes in the f ol 
lowing shape: Among the Qrst policemen 
oktbe fecene.) after: the fire 'istaited were 
Officers. c-Olark, and Blackford. They 
mountedjjamediately to the upper floors, 
and, withdtit'luUy appreciating tho dan- 
ger of the service, porsuaJad several fnm.- 
ilicB to leave their rooms and go down 
stairs. Some women refused to stir with- 
out their husbands, and had to he drag- 
ged down. Men were there who- advised 
them not to leave their rooms, as there was 
"no danger." Others were in a jjanic ao 
great as to rush frantically in tbe wrong 
aiieotion for escape. After tho officers 
bad been some little time at the . work of 
arouaing people, thoy heard the sound 
of 

TWO PISTOL sao3S' 
Apparently coining from the door of a 
room around in tho south bund of tho 
west hall of tho hotel. Tho main hall 
ran oast and west. Near the wo.st.or Fifih 
straot front, a trnns-,'er8e hall led to tho 
south. Then, again, from tho transverse 
hall another pauBuge led back towards the 
tinht. From a room i)) tlieVfnrtbest hall- 
way eame the two reports. Blackford ci- 
cluimed. "My God! Clark, they're shoot- 
ing in hero." Listoniug for a moment 
and huaring no sound, Blackford wont \)p 
to the door and ope&a^l.it, . Oa the floor 
lay a . ' 

UAK AND VOilAM.. 

Tho olHcor was astounded, but says be 
hastily examined them and believes tbey 
were dead, His impression was that tho 
man had abandoned all hope of escape 
and concluded that it was easier to die by 
the bullet than to be burned to |3eath. 
Clark says Blackford came onfc and told 
him a man and woman had killed thrm- 
solves. Chirk Hiiid, "You had hottor [{o 
back u,nd bosuro thoy aro dead," Blr.cU- 
ford wout into tho room again, and came 
out in ft niomout, saying, "Yob, it is no 
nao to bother with tjiom, till we got thoHe 
women down," the rep^irk being called 
out by the soreumi of vromen in a foom 
near at b»n<^ 'there was only on» iqot 



in the west end of the fifth floor, which 
was not open when the officers wore forc- 
ed to leave. They could not open that 
doo ', but have no idea whether anyone 
was inside or not. They tried to break it, 
but bad to retreat to a window for air. 
Tbey believed all tho other rooms were 
empty at tbe time. There may have been 
come lives lost in the east end ontheflfth 
floor, but it is hoped not. 

AN AFTKB TBAOEDY. 

One of tlio most Startling occurrences 
of this trugic occabion was the suicide of 
Wm. Felix Muuster, son of an English 
member of Parliament who lately married 
an estimable lady of this city. Mr. Mun- 
storaud his bride having recently return- 
ed from their woddingtonr in tho South 
were stopping at the Southern. When 
tho alarm came tbey were aroused in 
season and succeeded in gaining the 
street, where they soon took a carriage 
and repaired to tho resirtonce of Mr. Frank 
J. Donovan, No. 2827 Gamble street. Mr. 
Donovan on learning that the hoti-l was 
burning decided to go down town and »oe 
it. Mr. Munster thought he would leave 
his wife and go down too, but was per- 
suaded not to. Meantime Mr. Jerry Con- 
roy, Mr. Donovan's partner,- had been 
early at the tiro, and, not seeing auy thing 
of the Muubtors had taken a carriage and 
gone to Donovan's house, where he found 
the missing ones all right. Conroy im- 
mediately set out to return, and Munater 
concluded to come down too. After ar- 
riving at tho lire they met Donovan, and 
afterwards wont together with R. Graham 
Frost to Conroy's room, corner of Fourth 
and Olive streets. After remaining in tho 
room some little time the party started to 
leave about six o'clock. Two of their 
number had gone down the stairs part 
way, and a third had.'passed out of the 
room, leaving Mr." Monster lagging be- 
hind. The occurrence oxoited no remark 
at tho time, until 

THE KBPOET OF A PISTOL 

Was heard coming out of the room they 
had just left. On returning hastily to 
the room, they found that their friend had 
picked up a revolver and shot himself. 

The body was subsequently taken to 
the undertaker's establishment of Mr. 
Lynch, on Olivo street, where the Coron- 
er held a brief view of the, body, little 
more than a formulity under the cirduin- 
•tunces, and a cerlificftto of burial waa 
granted. Tho body of tbe doad man pro- 
•euted no rovoliing appearance. Tbe un- 
fortnuato raan had placed the muzzle of 
the jjistol in his mouth and so discharged 
it, and, though the ball had passed 
through the head, there was little dis- 
figurement and none at all of the face. 
The brown curly hair, and brown head, 
wore ai.poBoa ns in life, and the pale 
face showed no anxiety of sorrow, the 
look upon it being as peaceful as though 
tho last of life had not been in agony. 
What caused the remarkable suicide can 
only be judged from thestrungo workings 
at times of the human mind. Since his 
return from his wedding tour Mr. Mun- 
ster had been in bad health, and had suf- 
fered somewhat from restlessnesa and 
depression of spirits. On the night be- 
fore the firo bo had taken, by medical ad- 
vice, a ptrong opiuto and the react- 
ing inflneuce of the drag, combined with 
tho effect of the night's adventures, com- 
bined to overthrow bis reason. The re- 
port gained currency during the day that 
ho bad committed anioide,. becauee of a 
belief on his part that his wife was lost, 
but ho must, from what is known, hsve 
been perfectly assured of her safety. Only 
the theory of sudden insanity can account 
for th9_d^d.,^,,„^., , .

Will it Pay to Ship Hops to England? 

Tho Seattle Tribune says that "Messrs. 
Thompson & Mead, of the Puyullup, made 
a shipment of a hundred and forty' bales 
of their last year's growth of hops direct 
to Liverpool, and last week they reoeived 
the returns therefrom. The costs were 
enormous, being four cents a pound to 
ard in S&n JBYaneisco, and over fifteen 
cents to and in Liverpool. The price 
thero received was thirty-throe conls a 
pound, so that the expenses of transporta- 
tion, insurance, commission, tare, wharf- 
age, wagoning, etc., (of which the list re- 
turned to the enterprising shippers, was 
as the saying is, "as long as your arm") 
were nearly one-half the receipts. The 
price realized above expenses was very 
fair, but not as mnoh as was expected, nor 
as much as would have been received had 
tho hops been disposed of on the farms or 
at the nearest tide water." 

At least on* item of expense in the 
above statement might have been saved, 
vis: the freight (4 cants a pound) to San 
Francisco. The hops should have been 
shipped at Victoria iu a vessel bound to 
Loudon or Liverpool. Tbe rate oflrcigkl 
to Liverpool— 15 ceuts per pound— also 
stems exceptionally high; aud had proper 
arrangements been made a saving of at 
least seven cents per lb. could havo boon 
effected. This would have netted tho 
grower about 26 cents per lb., a reas- 
onable profit.

The Donglm mine 
belonging to the same company is now 
working only "one shift" — thtis reducing 
the output about 30 tons a day. The Com- 
pany have now on hand at their three 
mines over 17,000 tona of ooal."

EoiTon British Colonist :— Tho Right 
Reverend Prolate, whose eloquent dis- 
course, containing so many pious sen- 
timents common to the whole Christian 
\yorld,ha3 opened the question of pub- 
lic educatiou, deals with that question 
from the Catholic standpoint. The 
Protestant, ou the othor band, will say 
that we need no human authority to 
teach principles or point"' but' evils 
which have been abundantly uttered 
by tho Divino Head of tbo Church; 
perceived by every enlightened mind; 
nnd handled in ten thougnud pulpits 
throughout Christendom. The Legis- 
iaturo have made what the Bishop 
juHtly terms the experiment of secular 
education; with what fruits the rising 
gonerution alono can fully shew. 
Seeds, whether evil or good, are of 
slow operation in coramunitiea; but I 
confess that already tbo aspect of 
things is to my mind ominouB and 
gloomy. 

I believe that the great majority of 
the Christian community would, pre- 
vious to all discussion upon the sub- 
ject, approve of re.ligion;in,the public 
schools. I think' tliere is' hardly a 
parent among those whose children at 
tend those schools that would not wish 
the teacher to be accorded the liberty of 
using the word of God as an auxiliary 
to his arduous work, or that would en- 
entertain theisiigbtest fear that Mrs. 
Havward, TVTr. Maolionz,iu, Mr. Pope, 
or any other approved teacher, would 
uso this liberty iu any way except for 
the truest welfare of the young. I be- 
lieve, also, jtbat seotanan" jealousy 
prevails in fewer'breasts than is com- 
monly supposed; and that when min- 
isters and prominent leaders of religi- 
ous bodies can divest themselves of 
the operation of this feeling the mass 
of the people will be found peacefully 
acquiescing in the principle of a teach- 
er, whatever may be his denomination, 
who is worthy to bo entrusted with the 
younii at all, can he as safely entrust- 
ed with tho Bible as with any other 
book. I believe, also, that political 
theories have little influence with the 
general mind. The mind which is not 
mixed up with politics as a profession, 
or as a means to private ends, goes 
Ktraigbt to tho point in judging of mea- 
sures which affect them, and iu the 
case before us would entertain little 
fe ir that religious education would 
bring on the evils attributed to it. I 
believe, also, that parents who are not 
religious themselves would, even more 
than others, desire that their children 
should be religiously taught, and hav- 
ing confidence in their teacher in other 
respects would little concern them- 
selves to enquire whether he were an 
Episcopalian or a Presbyterian. I be- 
lieve, also,(hat in the case of many of tbe 
young there is nothing to compensate for 
tbe absence of religion iu tbe HoboolH,and, 
iu tbo case of all, much to lose. You. sir, 
may enjoin in your columns the sacred 
duty of jjareiihil iiistruetion at home; the 
pulpits throughout the land may do tho 
same; but tbo majority of parents will be 
as far from performing this duty as oyer. 
Churches And Sunday Ssbools^ may^'be 
never so zealous, but they will never 
reach all that might be reached through 
th« daily iuatructioii. Besides which tlie 
b.inisbing rodigiou from tho schools must 
have ail evil effect on the .\oung in grad- 
ually uiufunuiniug their respect for all 
rolit^ioua instruction, when they see that, 
by an authority which all ough». to res- 
pect, religion is excluded from what form 
thu largeKt -ind most important part in 
tlieir young life. Aud there can be no 
(luoslioii that the most stiouumi.s advo- 
ca'CB of tho sectibir K.>Htom nio, at /irtt, 
tiioso who are nio-t opjioscd to revealed 
roiigiun. And thus, labelled from its 
truth with a Kjjocious theory, it is taken 
up by others on tuo ground of its appar- 
ent liberality. It is to be remembered 
that tbe liberty claimed by secu'ar advo 
catoB is no legs so.^tarianism than any 
other tenets. "Fioo Thought Hall" is as 
truly for a sect as St. Andrew's or St. 
John's. Why sliouUl GbristiauH yield the 
principles wiiioh they hold in common to 
a ininoiity, and not koo that b^ accepting 
the theory under which tho secular ays- 
t'.'.w is advocated they are betraying thoso 
principles. The right of spoular seotari- 
aiuHin to moot its touots in tho great Babel 
is one thing; the obligation to give place 
to them is another. 

Christianity is not^ Baot}>,and it voiild 
ho for tho glory and dignity of the State 
to act for God iu this matter, and thus 
put a rebuke ou tho sectarian Spirit, who- 
tbor secular or religious, which no other 
earthly power could so effectually admin- 
ister. By casting off religion our lagis 
lators make themselves the iDstriimeuts 
of a faction; <by'<) respecting it they act 
worthily of their exalted position, and are 
on God's side. And I believe that the 
majority of Protestants would stand by 
thorn iuBUch action; aud prove that they 
are not sectarians in the slTensive sense 
tpo often iaiputefl Iq them; but Ohrist- 
iauB who can not together for tho oommon 
good. 

Iu the application of tho'so prinoiploB 
admit tho difhculty in reference to the 
body r. presented by Bishop Segho^s. It 
would be fatal to my argument to deal 
with ^is sentiments in a oontrovarsial 
way. It will be suffioient for my purpose 
if I can justly present them as tbey are. 



Catholic question is an insuperable bar- 
rier to the intrnduction of the Bible into 
the BohooJB. I am sure I am only fairly 
stating the Catholic religion when I say 
that it does not stand iu the position of 
other religions bodies in which, while 
holding vital truths in common, each re 
gards itself as piosenling Homei'xcellency 
of which others are dofloient. The Roman 
Catholic religion claims to be itself the 
sole reprcbeutaiivo and embodiment of 
Christ auity; and, while admitting that 
Protestant bodies hold truths which it 
also holds, maintains thnt they all labor 
under this one falal defect, namely: want 
of an authoriti, to track, the question at 
issue in the present argument If this 
view be correct it followa that tho Bish- 
op's fermon, though public in its form, is 
for his own body alone; and public only 
for the purpose of acting on tha Legisla- 
ture, not for tuo introduotion of religion 
into the common schools, but for State 
aid to denominational schools; and if it 
oonlomplates common ground with Pro- 
toutants at all, it is only the common 
ground of petitioning for such aid that 
thonceforih they may be separated for- 
ever. I waive any discussion of denom- 
ination eohools for the preosnt.and simply 
ask whether, in case the Staio should 
judge such schools impracticable or inex- 
pedient, all legislation on the subject 
naust come to an end because our Catho- 
lic brethren can take no common ground 
with Protestants.? Hero the- political 
theory comes id, and surely here its falla 
cy appears. If unanimous consent is uo- 
cessaiy ou no other question; if tho prin- 
ciple of popular government (and such is 
ours) bo tho will of the majority, then 
surely principles aud not theories, if we 
would avoid groos mistakes, must be the 
spirit of legislation and the'rnle''of each 
legislator. 

It is maintained that the design of the 
schonlabaiug to instruct in tho business 
of life, religion is not ueodod. But sure- 
ly school ia not like taking Ik lesson in 
drawing or music, or learning a trads. 
Tho school ia u world in which tho minds 
of tho young are exposed to corruption by 
tlio more mixing together in numbers for 
wbioh religion is the true correctivo.How 
can the teacher with authority or effect 
correct lying, fraud, dishonesty, oruolty, 
profanity, without referring to the law of 
God, or how appeal to their moral sense 
without imparting some instruction in 
those laws ? 

There aro other points which time does 
not permit me to take up at present. But 
I would say to our Christian legislators, 
trust your teachers, and I am sure as a 
body ihey are worthy to bs trusted, — put 
tbe Bible, our national book, the pillar of 
the throne, the groundwork of our Con 
stitution, into tbcir Uandii; and bid them 
use ft, in the behalf of those vital princi- 
ples of morality and religion on which all 
Christians aro agreed; not to make their 
pupils skilled in controversy; but to 
groand them in reverence, truth and ho- 
nor, in the fear of God, andj ttie,16ye .of 
man. Let nut our legislators be daunted 
by the fear that the State is in . this per- 
forming tbo fuuctions of the Church, or 
that the teacher is going to m'ike religion 
nauseous to tho children. Your aonool 
boards are saue men, and will only em 
ploy sane men as teachers. In pursuing 
this course legislators are only obeying 
tbe Church (under whatever name) iu 
carrying out the principles of religion in 
their biglier functiims, as they ought to 
be carried out in the humbler walks of 
life; and your teachers will be, not eccle- 
siastics, but Curisrian raeu in their call- 
ing- Yours, obediently,

1 find on enquiry that this is but too 
true; and that a dignitary of tho Church 
who claims Apostolic Succession has ac- 
tually punished a brother minister for 
doing that which be vowed to do, i. e- 
prnach. the Gospel. Our Saviour's iu 
junciion, "Go ye into all tbe worlil and 
preach the Uo-'pol unto every creature," 
was ni)t limUed, whatever G. C. may »«- 
ort, to pri uchi' ^ tlial- Gospel from 
Church of England pulpits only. And 
further, la a somewhat similar case heard 
ou appeal a few mouths ago and reported 
in the Cnglish papers, it was decided that 
clorgynion of the Church of . England had 
a light to preach iu pulpits' otnerV-'tbaiiT 
those of that Churoh. 

Very fortunately for the Ohnroh of 
England tho majority of its ministers are 
not narrow-minded bigots, . 

I wonder whether "©"orge, by divine 
permission," etc., has felt called upon to 
rebuke bis eoclosiastioal head, tbo Arch- 
bishop of Oaulerbury, for not only being 
present at M» Hsrs. Moody and Sankey's 
eorvices, but for having actually committ- 
ed the very samo offence as Mr. Tomlin- 
Bon has been uconsed of, viz: preaching 
in a. ohnroh- not'^llOQgi^^.tQ. the Church 
of England. I cannot also help feeding 
very sorry for poor Dnan Stanley when 
ho rtioeivod tho opisoopal wigging which 
G. O.'s modest self-as-iuranco no doubt 
induced him to forward to the unfortu- 
nate Dean, us soon as it was known that 
tho pulpit . of Westminster Abbey had 
beetf doiBd|)ied by a Presbyterian divino 
and necessarily one outside of the pale 
of Ihe Church of England, 

If Mr. Tomlinson has been guilty of a 
fault let him be punished proportionately 
to his offence; but in tho name of all that 
Englishmen bold snored, do not let us 
again have such a mockery of juhtice as 
occurred at Pandora street on the ocoa 
sion of the so-oalled trial of Bishop Cridge 
by his HI If-constituied judge, at^aisted by 
hi.s as-'Gssors, one of whom, to his orodit 
be it said, only sat one day.

About twelve months ago, by a strange 
accident a copy of Ibis identical report 
— probably with the exception of that at 
Bishop 8 Cldso. the oult one on the Paci- 
fic Coast-fell into my hands, and on re- 
ferring to it I find that "George by di- 
viue permission" has so mi-^quoted it as 
to make the Commissioners say exactly 
the reverse of what tbo report is evident- 
ly intended to convey. That document 
says, "In ancient times the authority of 
the Bishop over his Clergy was enforced 
by the exorcise of his voluntary jurisdic- 
tion in what was termed his /orum domes- 
/torn, by private inqaij-y or inquisition, 
with little restraint from the furma ob- 
served in contentions suits iu Courla of 
J ustice. Tho mode of proceeding in such 
cases, as far as it can now be traced was 
very summary." And I would call your 
readers' attention especially to the last 
phrase which, if it meansanything, means 
that the form of trial which Bishop Hills 
states is now the moat usual had become 
so far obsolete fotty-flve years ago that 
the Boyal Commissioners at that time do 
olared themselves unable to trace out in 
its entirety the old modo of procedm-o. 
and that, too, with the ^"'1 powers of in- 
vfiBtififation wUicli a Eoyal Commission 
confers. 

It might bo of considerable interest to 
such of your readers as havo leisure to 
asoertaia whether "George, by divine 
permission," has falsified any other of the 
anthers whom ho professes to quote. 

Did you. Mr. Editor, h^ar anything 
about a letter from thoNaas orTsimpseon 
Indiana to Q. O. in which tbey decline 
his offer to confirm them until he showed 
that he was tbe Christian he professed to 
be, by being reconciled to Father Cridge, 
his brother bishop; a little bird whispered 
me that the revocation of Mr. Tomlinaou's 
lice ise was due us much to that letter as 
to its nominal cause, the sermon.
